NE of the chief items in the recommenda- 


tion? .submitted by Mr. Hoover's committee 


investipatinp unemployment was for a wider 
syptern of business statistics which would en- 
able industry more accurately ,to gauge condi- 
tions and prepare to meet them. This, it was 
held, would help to prevent not only the specu- 
lation characteristic of boom times, but also to 
cushion the shock of the depression which fol- 
low? the boom. 


A concrete instance illustrating how such 


an increase in 
available business 
statistics 


would serve industry mav be found in a recent 
complaint of cement manufacturers to Hoover 
that customers are again "pyramiding" orders 
—placing duplicate orders for their needs with 
several concerns in order to make sure of get- 
ting their requirements. One recalls that this 
v/a? one of the prominent characteristics of the 
war and post-war boom in many lines. Buyers, 
fearing shortages, ordered recklessly beyond 
their needs in the belief that only part of their 
orders would be filled. Thus there was created 


f< fictitious demand which led many industries 
far beyond legitimate needs. 


When deliveries caught up with this illu- 


sory demand, the crash came. Buyers cancelled 
their duplicate orders in droves, manufacturers 
who had pushed production to take care of 
orders on their books found themselves "load- 
ed" with unsaleable goods, and the whole house 
of cards went down in a few months. 


It is obvious that were cement manufac- 


turers, for 
instance, able to obtain reliable 


figures as to the actual consumption current 
and in prospect, they toulrl avoid over-produc- 
tion and consequent smash later, at least to a 
great extent. A similar service in all lines of 
industry would be a guide and insurance that 
would he enormously useful in smoothing out 
the peaks and depressions of prosperity. 


Mr. Hoover's committee, while its report 


was unspectacular and unsatisfying to many 
v.ho hoped for more radical suggestions, in 
this instance at least put its finger on a very 
vulnerable spot of our present business system. 
It may be hoped that before the present revival 
goes on to the proportions of a boom, with wild 
speculation and general over-optimism presag- 
ing another 
crash, the machinery of 
stat- 


istics which the report recommends will have 
been installed. If it alone cannot stabilize and 
regulate the nation's industry, at least it will 
afford a gauge and governor by which cautious 
and conservative business may carry such sail 
as will weather the storm and keep its payroll 
largely intact.
